Tway company was one of 16 com­ 
panies with sales averaging $654,750 
monthly which filed suit here Sep­ 
tember IO against Selden R. Glenn, 
internal revenue collector, to re­ 
strain enforcement of the Guffey 
bill. 
Aet Invalid, Charge 
Charles I. Dawson, former federal 
judge and counsel for the plain­ 
tiffs. alleged in this bill five dif­ 
ferent kinds of unconstitutionality, 
and four provisions, which he con­ 
tended congress had no power to 
enact. 
The company said it had no in­ 
tention of submitting to the Guf­ 
fey bill or accepting its code. This 
would subject them to a 15 per cent 
exP * on the vain*' of their produce: 
submissive companies would get a 
rebate of 90 per cent of th** tax, 
v hich would pm the plaintiffs at a 
disadvantage In competition.

John Piersol McCaskey, 97, noted 
educatdr, author, and former mayor 
of Lancaster, died in a hospital of 
pneumonia Thursday night.
